no hybolicallnor figuratiue ſpeech, nor an accuſati- 


 onforced vponthem againſt their wills, is apparant 


by their owne dodrine and praGiſe inthisplace : for 
the Chriſt of God and ofhis Church, is God equall 
to the father,and cando all things himſelfe:the Chrift 
ofthe Romiſh church is a childe inferiour to his mo- 
ther and may deny hernothing. The true Chriſt, being 
mangrewtin ſtature and wiſedome, and being growne a 
man,ſoliued anddyed, roſe againe and was glorified, 
and neuer decreaſed: bur theirs is now becomea childe 
againe anda playing infant: the true Chrif# firteth at 
the right hand of God his father,theirs is borne inthe 
armes of Maryhis mother.
